Through every minute of his peril he re | 
tained his consciousness, and the terrible | 
Strain of fear to which he was subject: 
50 completcly unnerved him that he wz 
unuble to tell a few hours after being res- 
cued how he ceme in that position, a 
though he distinctly remembered everythi 
that occurred around as he swung in miu- 
air. 

lie 1s ignorant of the time 
Stumbled over the cliff. 
position came with a pang in his right ! 
leg. It was then dark and he had 
means of ascvertuining the height of 
embankment over which he had fallen. 

He only knew that he was hanging in | 
midair. He made several ineffectual at- | 
tempts to raise his body to a level with his | 
heels, but finally decidod to wait patiently 
for the coming of day and aid. 

When dawn came it revealed to him the 
bottom of the abyss far below. But the 
cold had numbed his body and the rush of 
blood to his head had rendered him well- 
nigh unconscious. He was iniffcrent to his 
surroundings and he only sighed hopelessly 
as he gazed downward 

The cliff down which he was swinging 
towers over the quarry of the H. Rueck- 
ing Construction Co. That fact saved 
Johnson's life, for it brought workmen to 
& epot that, if it were mot. used for quar- 
ry purposes, would be lonely and unfre- 
quented. 

Hermann Spileckermann was one of the 
first laborers to reach the quarry. He went 
@bout his work as‘usual, and accidentally 
discovered Johnson hanging directly abage 
him. The body was so high in the air 
that he thought it was a dummy hung 
there by some person anxious to play a 
joke on the employes of the quarry. 

He chuckled to himself because he had 
not been fooled by it. But he dropped his 
pick and turned pale as he saw the body 
moye and the long arms sweep along the 
side of the cliff as if grasping for some- 
thing. He called a fellow workman and 
Pointed to the swaying body. 

“What is that?’ he asked. 

His companion gave a cry of alarm, and 
exclaiming that it was a man, ran to the 
quarry ofltice and informed Mr. Ruecking, 
who telephoned for the fire department. 

The response was quick, and a ladder 
Was extended from the bottom of the 
Quarry to where Johnson hung. A fireman 
fastily ascended it and placed aé= rope 
@round the unfortunate man’s waist. John- 
€on was the nhauled to ehe top of the 
cliff. 

He was still conscious, although his head 
Was swollen to twice its normal -:ize by 
the accumulation of blood there. 

He collapsed completely after he realized 
he was safe. He was caryiel to the South 
Side Dispensary, where he was examined by 
Dr. Webster. ‘It was learned that his only 
injury cansisted of a sprained Knee and a 
serious nervous shock. 

He was sent to the City Hospital, where 
he wus held as a prisoner because an of- 
ficer thought he could not give a satisfac- 
tory reason for being in a part of town 
where he had ne'ther business nay friends 
The hospital prysictans said he would be 
well in a few days. 

Johnson is a negro and lives at 1422 Clark 
avenue, He cleoims that he worked at Union | 

Station until Wednesday, when he went in | 
. arch of other work. After he was taken 
tw the City Hospital. he talked to the Post- | 
Dispatch about his experience. 

He does not drirk and claims that he ts | 
not subject to fainting spells. He has no 
recollection of the events of Wednesday. 
niwht leading up to the aecident. 

“T don’t know how I came to be down | 
on Osage street.”’ he said. “I don’t know | 
anybody down there and I had no business 
that would take me down in that part of 
the city. T don’t know anything about how 
I fell over the cliff. The first thing I knew 
about where I was came !:i a pain in my 
leg. expect that was when I fell, for 
know it shocked me and woke me up from

IREV. PIEKE’S REMOVAL ASKED. 


PARISHIONERS LEFT CHURCH 
DURING MASS LAST SUNDAY, 


Gray-Haired Worshipper Shook His 
Fist at the Robed Priest and Was 
Followed Out by 
Friends, 


—- 


A petition for the removal of Rev. Anton 
Pieke as priest of the Catholic Church of 
the Holy Childhood of Jesus at Mascoutah, 
lll., was filed with Bishop John J. Janssen 
at Belleville Wednesday afternoon. 

The filing of the petition resulted from a 
scene in the church at early mass last Sun- 
day. 

The trouble in the church resembles in 
many respects the famous St. Patrick's 
parish controversy in East St. Louis. 

Members of the congregation are arrayed 
against their priest, Rev. Anton Pieke. 
Many families have withdrawn from the 
church. Unless the pastor is changed, it 
is said many more will do so. 

The temper of the people is such that 
should the bishop refuse to acede to their 
wishes, it is feared there may be overt 
acts such as led to the excommunication of 
St. Patrick’s parishioners. 

In the event of an adverse decision by 
the bishop it is said that the case will be 
carried up to the apostolic delegate at 
Washington. 

The dissentions between priest and people 
resulted in a scene in the church last Sun- 
day without precedent in the church and 
the like of which never occurred even dur- 
ing the excitement of the strife in Kast St. 
Lauis. 

Rv. Pieke was upbraided while he stood 
at the altar saying mass by one of the 
leading tiembers of the congregation, who 
Shook his fist at the robea priest. Others 
joined in the upbraiding and_ fifteen = or 
twenty persons of both sexes left the edi- 
fice amid great excitement. 

The trouble which culminated in the scene 
of Sunday and the presentation of the pe- 
tition has been brewing for nearly five 
years. 

Five years ago Father Vieke® went on a 
European trip. During his absence the 
congregation was served by another priest, 
lie. became very popular and it is eaid 
that Father Pieke on his return manifested 
displeasure on aceount of the favor which 
his substitute had won, This led to un-

The New York World and St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch commissioned Howard C. 
Hillegas, whose recent book on “Oom 
Paul's People,” has been so favorably re- 
ceived, to interview President Kruger, 
that his side of the war might be pre- 
sentted to the American public without 
bias and without filtering through the 
hands of Englishmen, however impar- 
tial. 

Mr. Hillegas arrived at Pretoria about 
the first of February, went to the front 
for several days and returned to secure 
the interview with President Kruger, 
here printed. 

This interview was very courteously 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior Web- 
ster Davis of St. Louis, who arrived in 
New York Tuesday, from whence it was 
telegxaphed to the Post-Dispatch. In this 
interview the following points are em- 
phasized: 

1. Kruger does not now look for the 
aid of any nation.

In one cablegram he 
asked Lord Salisbury to allow food- 
stuffs to enter through Delagoa Bay or 
they would be compelled to feed the 
3000 British prisoners in Pretoria on 
maize porridge. 

Lord Salisbury did not reply, but a 
message signed “Chamberlain” explained 
that the embargo on foodstuffs:had been 
raised three days before. Mrs Kruger 
laughed heartily when told that the 
Chamberlain message was telegraphed 
back to Lord Salisbury with the query 
“Is this true?” 

“We have not heard from Chamber- 
lain since,” said Mr. Kruger, and laughed 
for fully half a minute. 

Secretary Reitz then told of a second 


series of communications between the 


| President and Lord Salisbury concerning 


the prisoners who were taken by the 
British at Douglass, Cape Colony, and 
who, although they became citizens of 
the Orange Free State, are being tried 
in Cape Town for high treason. The 
President sent a cablegram directly to 
Lord Salisbury demanding that the 
Douglass prisoners be treated only as 
prisoners of war and not as treasonable 
subjects of Her Majesty, and stated that 
if they were executed reprisals would 
be made.

‘HAS CHARGE OF THE MENARD 
. STREET MISSION. 


-His Success in Other Cities Caused 
Him to Be Called to St. Louis, 
Where He Has Planned Many 
Things for Good. 


pert from the field of work in New 

York and Chicago, has assumed com- 
plete control of the Menard Street Mission 
this city and will continue permanently as 
its pastor. Mn. Stelzle successfully passed 
the examination prescribed by tho St. 
Louis Presbytery and was ordained a min- 
ister of the faith Thursday night before the 
congregation over which he presides, 

He is young, as strong of purpose as he 
is of physique, and is thus doubly prepared 
to battle with the elements of sin he finds 
in his chosen field. It does not take one 
long in ordinary conversation to become 
aware that the young teacher has peculiar, 
albeit pretty eyes. It is these eyes that 
serve to emphasize the man’s singular con- 
centration of all facultics to an end. His 
earnestness is intense, and when led to talk 
of his work the blue eye secnis to become 
gray, burning brightly with the fire of en- 
thusiasm. Mr. Stelzle is forceful without 
becoming roused to excessive animation. 
He talks quietly and rests quietly as he 
speaks, but the words go as swiftly to their 
maik as if flung from the point’ of an ex- 
cited finger. 

With all this earnestness there is no 
trace of the fanatic about Mr. Stelzle, and 
his garb does not differ from that of the or- 
Ginary business man, even to the colored 
Shirt and tie. Twelve years ago he was a 
machinist in the employ of a New York 
printing press manufacturer. Through his 
church he became interested in mission 
work, and while working successfully con- 
ducted a small mission in Lrooklyn. His 
employers aliowed him two afternoons 
week to attend to this work. The mission 
grew and with it Mr. Stelizle’s love for the 
work and he resigned from the factory to 
enter the Moody Bible Institute in Chicago. 
While he studied he worked in the slums | 
of the big city and thus become well: 
equipped for the duties to which he was 
_assigned. He went to Minneavolis and or- 
ganized an institutional churen there and 
also worked in the slums. It was the Suc- 
cess of his efforts in that city that at- 
tracted the attention of local ministers and 
he was asked to come to St. Louls. A 
New York offer was under consideration 
at the same time and was accepted before 
the detail of the St. Louls proposition were 
fuily explained. Mr. Stelzle went to Goth- 
am’s famous,.Hast Side, organized a church 
and Spent nearly two years at hard work in 
that field. Then Dr. W. F. Sneed of the 
Washington and Compton avenues Presby- 
terijan church again asked ‘him to this city, 
and it was decided that he should have full 
control of the Menard Street Mission, the 
cldest and most largely attended mission in 
St. Louts. 

He is assited in his work by Mrs. Stelzla, 
a graduate of the musical department of 
the Moody ‘Training School. She has charge 
of the choirs and musical programmes of 
Menard Street Mission. He tells of his 
theories and methods in the following state- 
ment:

cago and Minneapolis, but I came to St. 
Louls on a different errand and unless 1 
have more time at my disposal than at 
present shall do little if any ‘‘slumming’”’ 
here. Tle term slums is often misappiled, 
and it is a common error to term mission 
work slum work, while in fact there is a 
wide Gistincticn. Mission work is my duty 
here, slum work I have done in other 
cities. 

The great public has been lezd to believe 
that missions established in neighborhoods 
thickly populated with the poorer classes 
ere there to purify the slums. 

The people of the slums are those who 
are either past redemption or are so low in 
gin and shame that the most optimistic 
worker has little hope of lifting them from 
their moral filth, They comprise the very 
lowest strata of human society. Born, 
reared and steeped in sin, they know noth- 
ing but iniquity and fight against the ac- 
ceptance of anything that tends to turn 
their lives from self-abasement and self- 
indulgence 

Drunkards, thieves, murderers, men, 
women, “and, I am sorry to add, children 
who know nothing higher, who want noth- 
ing more elevating than that which the 
laws of God and intelligent society have 
marked with abhorrence. 

I do not say that it Is impossible to save 
@ soul in the slums, thousands have been 
saved and thousands more are being saved 
éaily by the unselfish, self-sacrificing work 
of Christian men and women. It !s the 
most disheartening of all the tasks of the 
church. 

Surrounded by all that is vile and ungodly 
if the soul that accepts the first seed of 
the truth be not transplanted the weeds of 
iniquity soon choke the growth and it dies. 
It is hard, oftentimes impossible to beat 
back these evil influences, to clear enough 
ground, as it were, for a crop of godliness. 
Persistent effort and unflinching tenacity, 
with God’s help, can only accomplish good 
‘in “the slums.,"’ 

Now what is a mission? It is the es- 
tablished church in communities whose In- 
‘ habitants earn mere pittances, where 
some lives are passed in honest poverty, 
’ but where the Word of God ts respected, is 
wanted and is listened to with the simplest 
reverence the world knows. The work of 
the mission is to go into these districts 
and oarry Christianity that it may make 
the worldly burden lighter and warm with 
comfort the homes of ignorance and de- 
spair. The mission has its field and the 
worker in the slums his field, as the s0- 
called fashionable clergyman has his. My 
work has been assigned me by my con- 
science and I shall devote my life to it, as 
ready to help those in the gutter as to in- 
struct those of my own flock.

STRANGE TALE OF A CITY DI.- 
PENSARY PATIENT. 


WAS ONCE A_ RELIGIEUS 


He Now Collects Rags in the Public 
Streets and Alleys for His 
Daily Bread and Meat.

An unkempt man sat in the operating 
chair at the City Dispensary Thursday 
He sang the chant that calls the monks 
to prayer at the Franciscan monastery at 
Bethlehem while Dr. Vogel shaved the 
matted black hair from his wounded scalp. 

The man’s faultless Latin, his sing-song 
chant, his weird appearance and indiffer- 
ence to pain recalled the flagellants, 

It seemed a swene from the middle ages. 
when classic knowledge and tattered rags 
were aftener found together than now. 

John McGutre, the man called himself. 
but he saitd he remembered the tima when 
he was Brother <Austine, chorister at a 
monastery near Dubuque, Io. 

Now he picks rags from the street and ts 
contented. 

He was prospecting tn the rear of Bridge 
& Beach's factory Wednesday. He spled 
an old cloth covered safa—cholce find from 
a rag-picker’s standpoint. The cover was 
ripped and feathers flew about. A man 
came out of the factory and tn the fight 
the rag-picker’s @walp was cut with a wag- 
on spoke. 

While Dr. Vowel shaved the matted black 
hair from his scalp the old man gave his 
history. 

“Tl am the san of a rich New Orleans mer- 
chant. My religious fervor led my father 
to determine to make ; ries if me | 
was educated at St. Bonaventure a Fran- 
ciscan college, and the five years there were 
the happlest of my checkered life. 

“My voice was trained and I led the 
choir. Reading was ever a delight and the 
dusty tomes were my close companions. 
Even now the writings of the fathers are 
more familiar to me than the streets of 
the city where I search for rags. 

“When my education was completed I 
grew restless. A )longing, urgent and pow- 
erful, seemed to draw me out into the 
world I had guitted.

Worst of all, her rejigious 
orders, except perhaps the Jesuits, have 
robbed the Sonbla. wrung from them their 
lands and taxed the administration of the 
Sacraments and ordinances of religion with 
a scale of exactions and impositions at 
once ecandalous and outrageous. 

“If we are to retain these islande, and the 
urdersigned are constrained to own, lNow- 
ever they may differ from any of their ‘as- 
eoclates as to the wisdom of originally en- 
tering upon them, that no other course 
seems for the present open to the United 
States, these wrongs and the righting of 
them lie at the foundation of the whole 
Philippine problem. We must do justly io 
the Philivpines, or God will have no 
for US and our presence there will inevitably 
r,edound to our national dishonor.”’

About the time the Arburkles opened their 
frmcpend £ Claus Doscher opened an independ- 
ent refinery in Brooklyn. Doscher also went 
into the business to fight ‘“‘the trust,’’ and 
he and the Arbuckles have rather worked 
together.

These words Webster Davis, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior repeated over and 
over again to the reporters and ne fspa- 
per correspondents who met him w! he 
returned from South Africa on the Notth 
German Llowd steamer Aller. 

“Must make a statement to the authori- 
ties at Washington first. No, I did not talk 
on the way over, and if I was quoted any- 
where it is not« true.’’ 

“Tyid you see any fighting?’’ Mr. Davis 
was asked. 

‘Saw plenty of it,’’ Mr. Davis answered. 
“IT saw fighting by the Boers as well as 
by the British. I had never seen fighting 
before and I don’t care to see it again. 
In my opinion war is what Gen. Sherman 
said—‘War is h——” 

“Tl was under fire a good deal. I sup- 

se I exposed myself more than was safe, 
ut Iam still young and active and I want 
to see everything I start out to seep 1 be- 
Meve I was in less danger of beyfig shot 
by the British soldiers than by t Boers. 

“The Boers don’t fight in masses, they 
spread out. They are made yp into small 
bodies, scattered everywhere’ and you can 
never tell when you are going to run into 
the. The Brisish soldiers fight more in 
masses. : 

“IT was at the battle of Spion Kop. Men 
and horses were killed all around me. The 
sight was appalling. 

*“T met President Kruger, President Steyn 
and Generals Joubert and Cronje. They are 
brave men, absolutely fearless. Their fear-

lessness comes from their belief in the 
Bible. They say they are fignting for a 
righteous cause ahd that God wiil win. 
The Boers are thoroughly good in mind 
and body. They beileve in living peaceable, 
upright, honest lives. The Loer soldiers 
are well drilied and courageous. They iook 
upon religious services as an important ac- 
cessory to warfate. 

“IT believe the Boers will be able to main- 
tain the struggle for a considerable time to 
come.’’ 

“What do you think of President Kru- 
ger ?’’ 

“He is a remarkable man, a most re- 
markable man—in fact, one of the most 
wonderful men in the world. I had ampie 
opportunity to thoroughly inspect his coun- 
try while traveling over it for two weeks.’ 

While Mr. Davis kept his sympathies and 
sentiments behind official reserve, it was 
plain to see that his feelings are with the 
Boers. 

‘Il will tell you something. There are lots 
of British and Boer soldiers in South 
Africa Just now, but it seemed to me that if 
they had been lined up together they would 
not have been a match for the vast and 
ever-growing army of camera fiends. They 
are everywhere—at the front, on the lines, 
in the trees, on the boats—and not afraid 
of anything. I suppose that if I was snap- 
shotted once I was a thousand times. Cam- 
eras look at one from every point and seem 
to say: “The war may be in it, but it is not 
in it with me. Walk on now and don’t talk 
back, for I am a camera and I will make 
you look ugly.’ : 

“It almost made me wish @ had been 
educated for the camera business.”’ 

Mr. Frank Lange, a tobacco merchant of 
New York, who resides at No. 128 West 
One Hundred and Pighteenth street, and 
who also was a passenger on the Aller, 
talked rather freely of Mr. Davis’ impres- 
sions as he had gathered them on the voy- 
age from Genoa, 

“I found him to be pro-Boer ail over,’’ 
said Mr. Lange. ‘‘He said to me that the 
Boers were in the right in this war,. but 
that they could hardiy be expecied with a 
force less than 40,000 men to check a Brit- 
ish army of nearly 300,000. I exvressed sur- 
prise at his estimate of the numerical 
strength of the Boers. and he egald his fig- 
pres were right and that the Boer forces 
had been greatly overestimatek They 
never had more than 800 or 6000 men 
in any one engagement, and more often 
than not, Builer and Roberts with their 
vast forces were confronted by a Boer con- 
tingent of less than 400. Mr. Davis cited 
several pathetic instances where he. had 
seen father, son and grandson fiethting side 
by side, with the women of che family 
loading their rifles. He told me that in 
his opinion it would he a shame to permit 
this war to continue.” 

The Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
brought back with him many relics of the 
war in addition to photographic views of 
battle scenes. His baggage. consisting of 
nine pieces and any number of bolos and 
other unique weapons used by the South 
African savages, was passéd by the cus- 
toms officers as a courtesy. ws well as the 
right of a Government official.

DARK SPOTS ON OILED FLOORS.-

Washington Regards the Island as an 
Important Station. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The naval 
authorities have decided that Guam strate. 
Zically is of scarcely less value than 
Hawali and have begun the preparation of 
plans to make it one of the most important 
naval bases on the Pacific.

HER LOSS IS ABOUT $4000. 


LOUIS WILD WHO WAS CUSTO- 
DIAN IS DEAD. 


Mrs. Hosse Has Enlisted the Services 
of Private Detectives, Lawyers 
and the Public Ad- 
ministrator. 


Mrs. Anma Hasse of 1715 Market street ts 
searching for a fortune in money and jew- 
els which she fears she has lost through 
her too great confidence in her atar 
boarder. 

She placed her money and jewels in the 
hands of Louise Wild, whom she had known 
for 16 years. Wild died March 11. Mrs. 
Hosse paid all the expenses of his funeral 
two days later. 

Since that time she has gradually come 
to the conclusion that she warmed a viper 
on her domestic hearth. 

The property for which she has looked 
in vain consists of $3000 in cash and jewels. 
valued at $1000, 

To aid her in her search she enlisted the 
services of a private detective agency. a 
lawyer and Public Administrator William 
C. Richardson, but she has been able to 
find no trace of her valuables. 

Louls Wild was a character well known to 
St. Louis real estate men and financial brok- 
ers. He was emall in stature apparently 
aged far beyond his years and partially par- 
alyzed. For more than five years he was 
a steady dweller under Mrs. Hosse’s roof. 

When he went to his last resting place she 
was his chief mourner. It was not until 
after his effects had been examined by the 
Public Administrator that Mrs. Hosse be- 
gan to fear that her confidence in him had 
been misplaced 

The seque) to this examinatian was a visit 
by Mrs. Hosse to the office of Thomas De- 
war's private detective agency. According 
to her story to the detective Wild had rep- 
resented himself to her as a lender of 
money on real estate security. 

On this representation, she said, he had 
induced her ta let him have all of her sav- 
ings amounting to $3000 in cash which he 
said he would be able to invest so that it 
would bring her 6 per cent interest. Proper- 


ty in St. Clair County, Illinois, was to be 
taken as security. 

‘Mrs. Hosse said she did not demand reg- 
ular payments of the interest as Wild told 
her he would put the interest in a safe de- 
posit box along with the mortgage papers. 

Mrs. HMosse says that a short time after 
Wild obtained her money burglars enterod 
her house. While om I 61d not get much 
booty she was greatly alarmed for the 
safety of her jewels and expressed her 
og rey to Wild who, she says, advised her 
to let him put the jewels in the safe deposit 
box along with her interest and mortgage 
papers. Sho consented to this arrangement 
and handed over the jewelry. 

After the services of the detective agenoy 
had been engaged Mr. Dewar took the 
matter up personally and engaged an at- 
torney. He also enlisted the services of 
the Public Administrator.
